THOMAS PAINE was 

in poor healths He was growing old. But still he was

j that he had no way of knowing if the gun would go off

Boyce advised that he expected to be 
contacted about the mortar shells he had purchased in St. 
Louis, iyiissouri» He had bought jiike ''other gun nuts" to use 
his own expression a surplus 8l mn Rujsian mortar at the Service 
Armament Companyj Ridgefield, K3W Jersey, for $15. CO about a 
year or so ago. The purpose In buying it was to pursue his 
hobby of collecting guns as he explained that he had always 
wanted to shoot a cannon and this was a way to do it cheaply. 
In shooting it, he would load it[v/ith some black powder and 
shoot tin cans out of it. Somehow or other during some early 
correspondence with Robert B. DePugh he had learned that DePugh 
had 8l mm mortar shells for salei O^hese were "inert" shells 
used by hobbyists in that the hi^h explosive charge had been 
removed so that in effect they were nothing but iron casings 
with the fins still attached. In order to use these, a charge 
of black powder was placed in the mortar and the "inert" shell 
dropped in on the powder. After j the shell was fired from the 
mortar the shell would be recovered and used over again. Because 
he found that the black powder was costing him $1,80 an eight 
ounce can, he discontinued this hobby as too expensive, DePugh I 
had offered to sell him twelve Si ram "inert" shells, Boyce recalled I 
that he paid DePugh $3.50 for the' clean ones and $2,00 each for 
the rusted or soiled ones. Altogether, he paid DePugh $33,00. 
Por some reason he could not understand, DePugh had labelled the 



shells "machine parts". After waiting for several weeks and 
not receiving the shells he felt jthat there was something "fishy" 
about the deal and called DePugh and asked the name of the company 
handling the shipment. Then the trucking company called him and 
asked for the name of the shipper}. Two or three weeks more went 
by and he called the trucking company.
